"Phe following norxip Ceremony of a 
Gentoo Woman, devoting herlelf on 
the funeral pile with the dead body of 
her hufband, (of which the Author 
Was an eye witnels,) is extracted from 
CamPBELL’s JOURNEY OVER LAND 
to INpia, 
HE place fixed upon for this 
tragic fcene, wasa [mall I{ler 
Gn the bank of one of the branches of 
the river Cavery, about a mile to the 
northward of the Force of Tanjore. 
When l came tothe ipot, | tound the 
victim, who appeared to be not above 
irxteen, fitting on the ground, dreYed 
in the Gentoo manner, with a white 
Cloth wrapped round her, fome whire 
flowers like jeffamins hang ng round her 
peck, and fomeef them hanging from 
her hair. There were about twenty 
women fitting on cheir hams round her, 
helcing a white hanckerehief, extended 
horizontally over her head, to fhade her 
fromthe fun, which was exceliively hot, 
if being then abour noon 
At about twenty yards from where f

e 
was fitting, and tacirg her, there were 
fevera! Bramins bufy in conrvucting a 
pile with billets of fire weod: The pile 
was aboureight feet long and tour broad. 
They firft began by driving fome upe 
roche flakes toto the groxnd, and thea 
built up che middie to about the he gth 
of three féet and a half with billets of 
wood, 

The dead hutband, who, from his ap- 
pearance, feemedto be about 60 years 
of aze, was lying clofeby, fretched out 
ena bier made of bam oo canes. Four 
Rramins walked in proceifion three times 
round the dead body; fir, in a diredi- 
on contrary tothe fun, and af erwards, 
three times ina direction with the fun, 
ali the while muttering incantations ; 
and ateach round or circuit they made, 
they untwitled, and immediately again 
twilted up the {mall long lock of har 
which is lefe upthaven at the back of 
their heads. 
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Some other Bramins were in the mean 
time employed in fprinkling water ouf 
of agreen leaf, rolled up like a cup, 
upon a {mall heap of cakes ot dry cow 
dung, with which the pile was after. 
wards tobe fet on fire. Anold Bramig 
fat at the north-eaft corner of the pile 
upon his hams, with apair of {pectacles 
on, reading, I fupgofe, the thafter, or 
their fcriptures, from a book compofed 
of Cajan leaves. 

Having been prefent now nearly an 
hour, I enquired when they meant to 
fet the pile on fire: They aniwered a- 
bourtwo hours. As .his fpectacle was 
moft melancholy, and naturally ttruck 
me with horror, and as | had only gone 
there to allure myfelf of the TRUTH 
OF $UCH SACRIFICES BEING MADE, 
I went away towards the Fort. After 
I was gone about soo yards, they fent 
fome one to tel! me they world burn 
immediately; on which I returne*, and 
found the woman had been removed 
from where the was fitting to the river, 
where che Bramins were bathing her.— 
On taking her out of the wacer they put 
fome money in her hand, which the 
dipped inthe river, and divided among 
the Bramins : She had then a yellow 
cloth rolled partiatly round her. They 
put fome red celour, about the fize of a 
iix-pence, on the centre of her forehead, 


and rubbed fomething that appeared to - 


metobeclay. She was then led tothe 
pile, round which the walked three 
limes as the fun goes : Shethen mount- 
ed itat the north-ealt corner, without 
any aifittance, and fat herfelf down on 
the right fide of her hufoand, who had 
been previoully laid upenthe pile. She 
then unfcrewed the pins which faened 
the vewels, oriilver rings on her arms: 
Afrer fhe had taken them off, the fhue 
them, and icrewed in the pins again, & 
gave one to each of the two women who 
were flanding : She unfcrewed her ear- 
rings and other toys with great Compo. 
fure, and civided them among the woe 
men who were with her. There feem- 
ed to be fome little {quabble about the 
diflribution of her jewels, which the 
fetrled with great precifons and then 
falling gently backwards, pulled a fold 
of yellow cloth over her face, turned 
her breaft towards her hutband’s fice, & 
laid herright armover his breaft; and 
in this pofture fhe remained without 
moving. 

Jult before the lay down, the Bramins 
put fome rice ia her lap, aud alfo fome 
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into the mouth and on the long beard of 
herbufband: They then fprinkled fome 
water on the head, brealt, and feet of 
both, and then tiedthem gently together 
round the middle with a flender bit of 
rope: They then raifed as it were a lit- 
tle wallof wood lé@agthways on two fides 
of the pile, fo as to raife ic above the 
level of the bodies; and then put crofs 
pieces fo as to prevent the billets of 
wood from prefling on them : They then 
poured on the pile, above where the wo- 
man lay, a potful of fomething that ap- 
peared to meto be oil; after this they 
heaped on more wood, to the height ef 
about four feet above where the bodies 
were built in; fo thatall 1 now faw was 
atiock of fire wood.” 

One of the Bramins, I obferved, Rood 
atthe end of the pile next to the wo- 
man’s head, was calling to her through 
the incerftices of the wood, and laughed 
feverat times during the converfation, 
Laitly, they overfpread the pile with 
wet ftraw, and tied iton with ropes. 

A Bramin theo cook a handful of 
firaw, which he fet on fire at the little 
heap of burning cakes of cow dung; & 
ftanding to windward of the pile, he let 
the wiad drive the flame from the ftraw, 
tiilit catched the pile, Fortunately, 
at this inflant, the fames pervaded the 
whole pile, and ic burnt with great fury. 
I liftened a few feconds, but could not 
difiinguith any thrieks, which might per- 
haps be owing to my being then to wind. 
ward. Ina very few minutes the pile 
became a heap of athes. 

During the whole time of this procefs, 
which lafted from firft to laft above two 
hours, before we loft fight of the wo- 
man, by her being built up in the middle 
of the pile, I kept my eyes almoft con- 
tantly upon her; and I declare to God 
that I could not perceive, either in her 
countenance or limbs, the leaft trace of 
either horror, fear, or even hefitation : 
Her countenance was perfectly compo- 
fed and placed; and the was not, I am 
poficive, either intoxicated or ftupitied, 
From feveral circumitances, I thought 
the Bramins exulted in this Hellith fa- 
crifice, and did not feem at all d fpleafed 
that Europea ns fhould be wicneiles. 





Tur TRAVELLING CAT. 





ATE in the year 1791, a cat was 
taken on board a veifel in the ri- 
wer Potowmac, and broughc round thro’ 
@helapeake bay into the Patwxecat, a 
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circuitous diftance of more than fiity 
miles.
